The following Regulations, recently approved by 
the Governor General’"in Council, impose: ‘strict

An ‘employer who is charged with having a 
defaulter .in his employ rhust be able to prove 
THAT THE MILITARY SERVICE PAPERS. 
ISSUED BY THE REGISTRAR OR MILITARY 
AUTHORITIES TO THE EMPLOYEE IN QUES- 
TION WERE PRODUCED FOR HIS INSPEC- 
TION at the time when the employee was taken into 
his. employment, and that it was reasoftably estab- 
lished to ‘nfs satisfaction that the man was not in 
default under the Military Service Act. It should be 
clearly understood that the Canadian Registration 
Certificates given on June 22, 1918, at the time of 
general registration, in no way define the status of a 
ran under the Military Service Act. °

That part must 
necessarily be a blank, but some 
me later I found myself in an Eng- 
lish seaport, and was soon being 
tarried across country in a luxurious 
English Red Cross train. The last 
day of . July saw” me comfortably 
located in the 4th Canadian General 
Hospftal at Basingstoke, Hants; and 
a Canadian Red Cross lady taking 
particulars of my wounds, and ask- 
ing my needs. 1 spent five weeks 
there. the most notable event dur- 
Ing that time being: a visit of the 
Duke of Connaught. : In conversation 
he impressed us greatly with “his 
‘| knowledge of Canada and Canadian 
affairs, The next move brought me 
to this place, which isa Canadian 
Convalescent Hospital. During the 
past three months 1 have passed 
through Canadfan, Imperial, French 
and American hands and I can 
truthfully say that the Canadian 
treatment was quite suprior, though 
there has been nothing to complain 
of at any time. 

Perhaps the greatest experience 
of this time has been the co-mingling 
with men from every corner'of the 
empire, and in all branches of war 
service. No university . in the world 
could provide such'an education, and 
no force could be exerted toward the 
closer union of British Dominions 
land the Motherland than. this in- 
discriminate mixing of her sons. Of 
course there {8 an inclination in 
each man to boast of the attrfbutes 
of his country, but at no time have 
T been other than proud to acknow- 
ledge Canada as my native land.

Canada Food 
. Board. Notes 


Probably no country has displayed 
so Httle capacity to organize its food 
supply as Turkey. The outward 
show of control Is there, but all is 
in a state of flux. Rationing was be- 
gun in March 1917. A few months 
later {t became apparent that the 
food card system was a failure, and 
that the barést necessaries of life 
were. scarcely to be had in Constan- 
tinople. Strange revelations 
made of Turkish control in the last 
{ssue of the National Food Journal,

attempted to ration food, it appears, 
not only without knowing what 
stocks of grain were at its disposal, 
but actuallygwithout having taken o 
census. of the population.” In April, 
1918, the census had still not }been 
taken, and nothfog has been §eard 
of it since. Moreover the o how 
were hopelessly corrupt, and \food 
was jn the handa of speculators Who 
sold it to Germany at high prices. 
Slaborate organization has appar- 
ently succeeded in keeping up the 
bread supply. end the feeding of the 
army. A food council was formed, 
but there was some Indecision as to 
6 extent of its executive powers. 
t set to work in the approved Turk- 
ish manner by appointing five more 
subordinate commissions, of which 
the most important was that for the 
suppression of monopolies. The re- 
sult was that it was nobody's busi- 
ness to regulate food supplies and 
prices, At last, in July, 1918, it was 
decided to ‘Instituto a° Ministry of, 
Food. It was stated, however, that 
the principal task of the new minis- 
try would be to provide for the army. 
and the officials, and dnly in the sec- 
ond place: for ordinary civilians. 
How wretched this is may be judged 
from the statement, made by a Turk- 
ish official some months ago, that the 
cost of living in Constantinople had 
risen 1,970 per cent., and the cost 
of average foodstuffs had rison 3,045 
per cent. : 
The Turkish farmer has to satisfy 
not only the army of tax collectors, 
but the requisitioning authorities.

ceasingly carrying in our casualties 
from where they would be shot 
down in the enemy wire and amid | 
storm of machine gunning and shell- 
ing. After our enforced retiring in! 
front of Cambrai om September 30, 

the chaplain of a Canadian regiment 
| worked incessantly through shot and 
:shell, bringing in wounded, and for 
j forty hours without rest, made re- 
j peated tripa to No Man's Land on} 
his errand of mercy. Many a wound-' 
| soldier, alive today, owes his life! 
jto this gallant padre, .When later! 
all but four officers of the battalion! 
were casualties, he labored uncens-' 
| ingly to keep up the spirits of the! 
}men and carried foed and drink tot 
them. Even In the heat of the bat- 
tle men rafsed a cheer when they 
saw him coming.

The army and navy were the kais- 
er'n playthihgs, and he developed 
them throughout the years to the 
point where he was anxious to put 
them to the test. Like a crazed in- 
ventor, he feared the end of his 
relgn would find his inventions un- 
tried; so he grasped the firat oppor- 
tunity to wage a world war. 

Meantime the German war party 
grew, with William at its head, and 
the scheme of world-dominion await- 
ed the hour impatiently to begin its 
attainment. It came with the as- 
sassination of the Austrian‘ arch- 
duke, Francis Ferdinand, and his 
consort, at Sarajevo. 

Recalled from a _ yachting trip, 
Willlam presided at a conference at 
Potsdam of representatives of the 
German and Austrian armies, nay- 
fes and commercial interests...

But he signed 
the order for the mobilization of the 
German forces, and from that mom- 
ent war was Inevitable. Thereafter 
he drove on his armies relentlessly 
in the mad campaigns for victory, 
encouraging them with every device

commander in a great offensive. 

Publication of what is called the 
“Willy-Nicky" correspondence in 
1917, placed the German emperor in 
thd light of an unscrujmulous plotter, 

This disclosed the fact that the 
kalser had: fnduced the Czar, of Rus- 
sia to sign a secret agreement by 
which he was to force the adherence 
of France in the perfection of an of- 
fenelve and defensive alliance 
against England. The treaty was 
discovered and repudiated by a Rus- 
sian minister, 

Failing in thia attempt. the Ger- 
man emperor set upon himself the 
task of drawing England to his side 
against France and Russia. In 1914 
the kaiser wrote President Wilson 
in which he said King George had 
Promised Prince Henry of Prussia 
on July 29,1914, that England 
would remain neutral. in a war {n- 
volving the Central Powers with

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Describing

“Marshal Foch had prepared ‘a 
further great attack east‘bdf the 
Meuse, which would undoubtedly 
have dealt the enemy a decisive blow 
When the armistice was concluded, 
therefore the Germans. were faced 
with imminent disaster, and the on- 
ly course open to them was to sur- 
render at their discretion. 

“The German army appears ‘to be 
in a state of extreme <onfusion, but 
the five days’ respite which has been 
granted may enable the Germans to 
organize their lines of communica- 
tion and carry out the withdrawal of 
their troops. It {a evidént that the 
allies must remain prepared for pos- 
sible hostile action on the part of 
certain elements of the enemy’, for- 
ces. Revolutionary’ . councils have 
been set up which may refuse to 
acquiesce In the terms of the ar- 
misticc, and the mere fact that the 
armistice can be terminated by eith- 
er_side at 48 hours’ notice necessi-

“Is the conscientious objector op-' 
posed to war?.So are nine-tenths of 
the fathers and ‘mothers who have 


Ss igiven their sons to the service, and 


the great mass of those who mourn 
are just as much opposed to war as 
fs the most radica}) conscientious ob- 
fector ‘that ever-walked. To send 
robust young, men into any farming 
community because of thelr claim 
that war is.wrong is an affront to 
every individuat citizen there, and 
it is boutid to be resented. ‘ 
There is no ‘question up at this 
time as the “right” or—‘wrong” of 
war. This fs not our war—it is the 
kaiser’s. It {s the product of the 


.}German mind, not our own: The 


proposition is explicit anu to the ef- 
Yect that’ all the world shall work 
for Germany, and the ony question 
involved ‘is what -we are going to do 
about it, It ts’precisely the question 
that every early settler had to face 
when he and his family were attack- 
ed by wild beanm or hy savages. 
The issue is not of our choosing; 
it has been forced upon us, and. if 
alt the world -were conscientious ob- 
jectors, all the worll -would speedily 
be In Gormany's. pocket. Because 


s|}most real men are ready to hold what 


ever of civilization has been won 
and to defent the helpless women 
and children for ‘whom ‘they are re- 
sponsible, it is comparatively safe to 
be a conscientious objector. The 
man who hid or slinnied up a tree 
in the face of Uanger, abandoning 
his little ones ‘to their fate, may well 
have been spared. when some real 
man was at hand to shoot the bear 
or tackle the Indian, but on general 
principles tha world expects every 
man to do his duty whether he en- 
Joys the job or not. We are not sur- 
prised, therefore, that the welcome 
awaiting the consclentious- objector 
is kely to be characterized by mani- 
festations other than corilality. 
The consclentious objector’s phil- 
orophy would not protect his mother 
against the tomahawk or-the bayo- 
net, nor would tt defend his sister's 
honor. The conscientious objector 
proposes that by the virtue of other 
men’s blood he an his shall not orily 
exist but prosper. If he ‘ls but fair- 
ly informed he must know. that the 
life he lives and expects to lve is 
‘possible only because :most men do 
not hold his views, but undergo hard 
ships and dangers that he does not 
share, He says, virtually, that the 


_{ only course by which he and his 


family cart hope to live is a course 
essentially sinful. 1f that be true, 
he and bis have no right to remain 
in a country that he will not defend, 
and enjoy protection won by dangers 
and sufferings he will not shire, and 
by sorrows and sacrifices of people 
to. whom killing is as abhorrent as 
it can. possibly be to the most radic- 
al conscientious objector. 

The Country Gentleman sympn- 
thizes with the fundamental point of 
view of the consclentious ‘objector. 
But this is not a religion nor a phil- 
osophy that confronts us; ft is a

His 
meekness, His pity and His’ forgive- 
hess were unbounded, but with wick- 
edness he had no patience.’ He re- 
[sisted no authority, but He was born 
jinto the royal family of David, and 
when the temple was: deceérated— 
the temple of God fn which he had 
;the birthright to minister—all the 
fury of His Indignation broke loose 
and He cleared the house, . 

There is a limit to nonresistance, 
and this country pagesed it long ago. 
There is a limit to the sacrifice ard 
the suffering which one man will ac- 
cept for another. ° In our opinion the 

‘conscientious objector—should do 
Jsome deep and original thinking for 
himeelf.in this matter, for, pfless he 
Jdoes, the very organization to which 
he telongs‘ will spell’his own doom 
'so far as red-blooded men and think- 
‘ing women ‘are “concerned. The 
‘whole world Ja~on trial now.. Old 
,dogigas and doctrincs were not forg- 
fed in times ‘like these, and an ac- 
‘counting of men’s souls will be made, 
not in accoraince~ with accepted 
\eachings, but under responsibilities 
imposed In these present times. 

The war calls for too much sacri- 
fice; it is too mnch a matter of life 
and death; motherhood, maidenhood 
and chidbood are too much({ abused 
ito permit us to feel very tender to- 
ward the man who will accept\ad- 
vantages that can be bought only 
with blood, and that the blood 6f 
others. If Christ had taken the at- 
utude of the ’consclentious objector, 
He probably would not have been 
sacrificed: but neither would the 
world have been saved. We are be- 
Binning to learn that somebody's 
blood must be shed if human liberty 
ia not to perish from the earth. Let 
the conscientious objector read his 
Bible again, especially Isalah‘and the 
New Testament. “Let him ~ponder 
over deeper thinga than he has yet 
‘resolved, and a, vew vision will il- 
luminate, bis soul... ss 

Tn all likelihood; however, the con- 
scientious objector. wiH not change 
hls attitude. He was born and rear- 
ed that way and hoe will likely be 
with for the duration of.the war, 
after which he,.with others, will en- 
joy the full fraft of. victory. What, 
then, shall be done with him? 

What should not be done with 
him is clear. He should not be dom- 
iclled with civilians to the Irritation 
of fathers and mothers who have 
sent sons to defend the conscientious 
objector’s family and property that 
he would ‘have handed over to the 
kaiser or any other robber without 
resistance, 

Let the conscientious objector be 
met half way. He holds it wrong to 
kill, It must certainly then be glor- 


fous to relieve suffering and to save! 


life. Good, Let him then man the 
stretchers antl bring back the 
wouhded from the firing line, No- 
body can accuse him of cowardice, 
for he has never been tried, and here 
fs a service exactly in line with! his 
highest principles and one that will 
test his mettle too.. If he dots it, no 
one will ask him to kill Germans. 
Then if there should chance to%be 
more conscientious objectors than 
are needed for stretcher Dearers or

| Canadian Nurses Two First Citizens, 
The first women to win American 
citizenship under the new law grant- 
| ing Immediate naturalization to army 
; Dursea ,are two Canadians, Miss 
‘ Laura Master, a native of New Ham- 
burg, Ont., and Miss Leola Colqu- 
houn, of Morrisburg, Ont. They re- 
celved their citizenship papers at 
Camp Dix along with a class of al- 
most 1,000 foreigners called Into the 
American nation'at the close of the 
ceremony conducted in the Liberty 
Thedtre by Federal Judge J. Warren 
Davis.

The 
Germans, hearing this yell and see- 
ing soldiers coming, ran, and the 
words “Captured by the bat- 
talion.” were at once written on the 
gun. 

These warlike opisodes did not in- 
terfore with the “purely religious 
work of the Chaplains. As a result 
of the great secrecy shrouding in- 
tended operations, and the frequ 
moves of ali units of the Canadian 
Corps, it was impossfble to make any 
definite plans or give instructions to 
Chaplains for these. two eventful] * 
battles. This circumstance demon- 
strated the splendid initiative of the 
individual Chaplains. Before going 
into action all Chaplains worked 
zealously with thelr varicus pnits, 
and felt their men were prepared for 
the trials ahead. The Chaplains of 
the various Infantry Units went with 
their men Into the attack and work- 
ed with Battalion M.O..e and 
stretcher-bearers. While their first 
alm was the adirinistoring of tha 
Sacraments, yet they also profited 
by every opportunity to minister to 
the wounded, and after the theavy 
actions they*assisted in burying the 
dead. The Artillery Chaplains fook 
their places at the various dressing 
stations and arranged that too many 
should not be present at the same 
time or that these important posts 
should not be neglected. Infantry 
Chaplains as occasion’ permitted, 
provided reliefs at dressing sta'{ons. 
Of the 21 Catholic Chaplains !n the 
Corps, 2 devoted all of their time as-

Washington, Noy. 21.—The direct 
cost of the war for all belligerent 
nations to last May 1 Is reported at 
about $175,000,000,000 by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board Bulletin, and it is 
estimated that the cost will amount 
to nearly $200,000,000,000 before the 
end of this year. These calculations 
were compiled by tho board from var- 
fous sources, and while their accur- 
acy {a not vouched for, the board be- 
Neves the figures are substantially 
correct. 

For purely military and naval pur- 
poses It Is estimated that all the belll- 
gerents had spent about $132,000- 
000,000 to May 1, or about three- 
fourths of the total war cost.

BRITISH SCHOOL REFORMS

When a compulsory education law 
became effective in Great Britain 
“half a century back it made ~~ pos- 
sible the presence today of Lloyd 
George as Premier in the British 
government. and a leader in the 
, great war. He was the first from 
the ranks to attain ‘that © position, 
but.he will not be the last: A dozen 
years ago he announced that the 
day of the “‘cottage-born”~ citizen 
had arrived. It is natural, therefore, 
that he should have given more th-n 
perfunctory attention to the educa- 
tional question even in the heat of 
war.

LONDON, Nov. 27.—There is a Struggle going on between 
two distinct Germanys’ namely, the Social Democrats, who aré 
aiming at the establishment of a republic, and the Spartacus 
group, which is ready, under the leadership of Liebknecht, | to 
end the so-called temporary victory of their former enemies. 
Apparently. there is a sudden revulsion of feeling against the 
latter, which culminated on Sunday, when the Council, of the 
Workmen and Soldiers, representing Northwestern Germany, 
passed a resolution in favor of a national assembly, and Von 
Arnim’s fourth army followed, and Ebert, yesterday, overcame 
his decision and supported the summoning of the National As- 
sembly, which Previously he had feared, owing to the opposi- 
tion of the Liebknecht group. 

The Dutch Government holds that the kaiser and hig sulte 
not being subjects of Holland or the allied powers, it Is power-
